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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in page 8 second 
paragraph for independent claims 1 and 6 rejected under 36 U.S.C. 112 that the amendment by adding the phrase "having a memory" in 
the preamble would overcome the 112th 2nd rejection. 

The examiner respectfully submits that either the amendment or the comment does not clearly address how the "shared-memory" in the 
preamble of claim is related to the memory cited in the claim. The examiner still considered the worl^ing memory in the body of the claim 
is the shared-memory in the preamble for examination purposes. 

The applicant extensively and repeatedly argues in pages 8-12 for all the claims that the current claims are directed to statutory subject 
matter since the claims disclose concrete, useful, and tangible result. Further, the claims do not preempt every practical applications 
since it requires to have functional block/steps for obtaining the eigenvalues and eigenvectors. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the current claims are not quite directed to statutory subject matter. The alleged of useful result as 
allowing the computer to operate at a higher speed, thereby reducing power consumption, reducing the computing tiem and reducing 
waiting time is not seen in the claims. The claims just merely disclose steps/components for performing mathematical operations in 
computer to obtain the eigenvectors and eigenvalues. These two results are the numerical values of the mathematical operations which 
has no practical application applied to them. Futher, the claims preempt substantially all the practical application of obtaining eigenvalues 
and eigenvectors in computers. 
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
